W.M.B. White (see below) 

















W.M.B. White was kicked severely by a horse about 12th June, and worked on until 16th, 
until he could work no longer, the wound becoming extremely bad. He has thus far been absent 
17th, 19th, 20th, 21st (4 days). The practice in this Department, for the last 25 years has been, to 
allow one day wholly, and one half the rest of absences, in returning the times of the Men, where 
sickness is known to be the cause of absence. Where absence is allowed for any other cause, one 
half the time has been deducted. Where there is absence without excuse, the whole time of 
absence is deducted, & the man threatened with liability to removal, if the same be often 
repeated. 


The above system, adopted by me more than 25 years since, with concurrence of the 
several Directors of the Mint, has been found to work with the best results, as the rare absences 
in my Department prove.
